When he left Waynesburg College 
in 1898 to join the U. S. Army then 
engaged in the Spamsh-Amcrican 
War, Charity Scott, the childhood 
sweetheart, whom he was to Wed 
ten years later, shyly presented tho 
young recruit with the pocket Testa* 
nient. 
In May of that: year he made the 
first terse entry. It read: “Quit 
college for Army May 9, 1898.” 
There are four pages of those brief 
inked entries, covering tho better 
part of the eventful life of one of a 
Commonwealth’s foremost citizens. 
Those entries encompass four armed 
conflicts; more than four decades of 
civic affairs. The final entry, four 
pages after that expressive first one, 
reads: “Jan. 20, 1939, Major-Gen­ 
eral,*' to mark briefly the pinnacle 
of a distinguished military career. 
So when into the yellow page in 
the back of that little Testament, 
Edward Martin is able to write
